Staff reported many licensees haven’t renewed because they have not completed their 15 hours of CE.
Members indicated that the Board should inquire as to providers having classes remaining. It was also
suggested that the Board considering changing regulations to require CE to be completed within the first
two years of a code cycle.

Licenses with a 07/31/2022 are presently being issued after successful examination.

The DPL has installed four computer kiosks in the 7th floor lobby. License holders who need help linking their licenses or
renewing can come to the DPL for one to one assistance.
